PEOPLE power have stopped the proposed re¬ 
location of Axminster Post Office. 

Post Office Ltd has confirmed that it will not carry out 
the proposed move to Martin’s (McColl’s) in Victoria 
Place. 

The proposal triggered a flood of objections as many 
individuals and organisations (including the local branch 
of The Guide Dogs For The Blind Association) felt the 
narrow pavement and busy road outside Martin’s was a 
bad and dangerous combination. 

The public consultation closed on November 6th and 
decisions are usually announced about a month later. 

This one dragged on for three months precisely, though. 

On Thursday February 6th Post Office Ltd made the fol¬

SECTOR Lane residents have branded the closure 
of the Lyme Road junction as “unacceptable". 

Whilst pedestrians are unaffected, motorists are 
subjected to a diversion said to be six miles long. 

Signs on site say the road closure is for a maxi¬ 
mum of three weeks from January 20th, but a 
fourth week of work to connect the Devonshire 
Homes development just off Sector Lane to the 
water system was set to start on Monday. 

At the time of going to press it was unclear if the 
work had over-run or if the signage was wrong. 

One Sector Lane resident, who did not wish to be

Council, the town council and the mayor to discuss the 
proposal in more detail. 

“Consumer Futures, the independent statutory consumer 
watchdog for the Post Office network, also raised signif¬ 
icant concerns about the proposed move. 

“The main feedback focussed on the location of the pro¬ 
posed premises which is on a bend, adjacent to a main 
road and the narrow width of the pavement at the entrance 
to the store, which would impact on access to Post Office 
services for customers using mobility scooters and wheel¬ 
chairs, or those with prams and pushchairs. 

“After careful consideration we have decided not to pro¬ 
ceed with the move. 

Accessibility issues 

“The branch will continue to operate from its existing 
location for the time being. “Any new proposed location 
would be subject to a further six-week period public con¬ 
sultation.’’ 

Post Office Regional Network Manager Will Russell 
added: “We listened to concerns raised during public con¬ 
sultation and decided against the move because of issues 
over accessibility. 

“We want to modernise our Post Offices and to offer 
longer more convenient opening hours, but the new loca¬ 
tion was not the right location.’’ 

Sub-postmasters Roger and Linda Lawrence were look¬ 
ing to dispense with their Post Office work. 

In a joint statement they said: “We are disappointed by 
the news and that an opportunity to secure a long-term 
future of the post office has been lost. 

“Axminster residents deserve to have a town centre post 
office and hopefully another opportunity will occur. 

“For the time being, we are examining the options left 
open to us.’’

WHEN unpopular changes are floated by large 
conglomerates, quangos or public bodies with a 
promise that we, the great unwashed, will be con¬ 
sulted, how many times do we throw up our hands 
and say: ”It’s a foregone conclusion, the decision’s 
already made.”

EASTDEVON 

EDDC to quit Knowle 
for Exeter Skypark 

SKYPARK Exeter is set to be the new location for 
East Devon District Council offices when it head¬ 
quarters move from Sidmouth. 

The proposed move must be approved by full coun¬ 
cil, after EDDC's Cabinet unanimously backed the 
idea when it met on Wednesday of last week to dis¬ 
cuss a shortlist of five locations. 

If approved, officers will be asked to carry out fur¬ 
ther research into the viability of the move with a 
view to be fully operational at the new Skypark 
headquarters at the end of 2016. 

The Knowle complex in Sdimouth will be sold and 
the marketing of the site will start promptly after 
approval. 

The proposed relocation was debated behind closed 
doors because the Local Government Act 1972 per¬ 
mits the exclusion of press and public if issues of an 
exempt nature, like commercially sensitive informa¬ 
tion, will be discussed. 

EDDC, however, staged 
a media briefing the fol¬ 
lowing morning when 
leader Paul Diviani said 
there had been "a rather 
lively, lengthy and well- 
informed debate". 

He added: “Skypark 
appears to offer a more 
secure future, delivering 
a new build designed to 
exact requirements and 
cost. The location repre¬ 
sents a key emerging 
employment and com¬ 
mercial development lo¬ 
cation in the district.” 

Councillor Ray Blox- 
ham (portfolio holder for 
corporate business) 
stressed that Cran- 
brook's forthcoming 
railway station will only 
be half a mile away and 
that a bus service cur¬ 
rently passing Skypark 
will be diverted to serve 
stops within Skypark 
once it is completed. 

Councillor David Cox 
(portfolio holder for fi¬ 
nance) added: “We are 
working hard to main¬ 
tain our frontline serv¬ 
ices in face of ongoing 
financial challenges.”

At the height of Wednesday’s storm the sea 
breached the protective wall along the seafront by 
two or three feet and floodwater reached the town’s 
pedestrian area before receding. 


OTTERYStMARY 

Council stick with 
private meetings 

OTTERY St Mary town councillors will continue to 
meet privately with developers at the pre-applica¬ 
tion stage, after they voted in favour of introducing 
a new policy on the issue. 

A paper prepared by Councillor Martin Thurgood 
and recommended by the council’s Planning Com¬ 
mittee suggested ways to make discussions with 
developers more transparent, and was praised by 
councillors at the full town council meeting on Feb¬ 
ruary 3rd. 

But the council rejected an amendment to the 
paper, proposed by Councillor Roger Giles, to allow 
members of the press and public to attend pre-ap¬ 
plication meetings. 

Members of the town council met privately with 
Persimmon Homes in December to discuss poten¬ 
tial development in West Hill. 

Notes from the meeting were later published on 
the council’s website, but some members of the 
public expressed concerns about discussions being 
held behind closed doors. 

Mayor Glyn Dobson insisted that the advice from 
the East Devon District Council Monitoring Officer 
Denise Lyons, who met with councillors in Decem¬ 
ber, was that holding private pre-application meet¬ 
ings with developers was an appropriate course of 
action. 

A statement from Mrs Lyons, read out at the 
meeting by the town clerk, said: “1 think it would be 
confusing for the public if the early stage plans, 
which are likely to change, and are often put on 
hold, were shown in public as a step prior to the ac¬ 
tual public consultation process.” 

Members of the public voiced their concerns at 
the meeting, following the decision.

Axminster is ‘going places’, 
mayor tells skateboarders 


The building of a £160,000 skatepark in 
Axminster is proof that the town is growing 
and going places, according to the Mayor, 
Councillor Jeremy Walden. 

Detailed plans for the facility were showcased in the 
Guildhall on Friday. 

Those present were told that the Axminster Skatepark 
Steering Group will set up a charitable incorporated or¬ 
ganisation which is not a company. 

The existing skatepark at Cloakham Lawn Sports Cen¬ 
tre will be turned into a state-of-the-art facility in memory 
of Tom Chubb. 

Tom was a regular user of the Cloakham skatepark, but 
died in a car accident on the A358 at Musbury at the age 
of 18 on October 31st in 2012. 

Axminster Skatepark Fund was formed shortly after his 
death, including both grown-ups and youngsters, to see 
the project through. 

Tom’s mum Eve and his brother Ed are part of the 
group and, along with fellow members, they have visited 
other skateparks and done a lot of research behind the 
scenes to reach this phase of the project. 

The winning design was submitted by a company called 
Maverick Industries, and is concrete-based and should be 


virtually maintenance-free for up to 30 years 

So far, a string of fundraisers have been held to raise a 
total of £5,000. 

Fundraising at a local level will continue, and applica¬ 
tions to grant-giving bodies are being prepared. 

Councillor Walden formally opened the meeting and 
said: “The skatepark shows that Axminster is developing 
and growing, and we want young people to be part of that 
- it is your town.” 

It is hoped the new skatepark will be up and running 
within 18 months to two years.

named, said: “I am appalled that this development 
was ever allowed to go ahead in the view of the dis¬ 
ruption this is causing residents by the complete 
closure of Sector Lane at the junction with Lyme 
Road for three weeks. 

“A six-mile diversion is in place which involves 
driving the length of Sector Lane to Crewkerne Road, 
which in places is very bendy and single track, and 
is being used by enormous building delivery lorries 
as the only route to the site. 

“This is very dangerous due to the speed these lor¬ 
ries are travelling at. 

“Several residents are elderly resulting in them 
having to use their cars to reach appointments and 
shopping in Axminster, which means a 12-mile 
round trip. 

“This is totally unacceptable and heaven help us if 
anyone needed the emergency services urgently. 

“My husband’s life was saved by the prompt arrival 
within 15 minutes of paramedics a couple of years 
ago, how long would it take them to reach us now?” 

She added that a contractor set to work on her 
house decided to delay the work because the detour 
would be too time-consuming should he need to go 
and get additional material or equipment in Axmin¬ 
ster. 

Town councillor Bryan Wheeler lives in Sector Lane 
and said he has been contacted by several angry 
residents. 

He said: “I’m quite frankly disgusted. It’s a big de¬ 
tour taking people to possibly the worst junction 
[A35 Hunters Lodge] we have.” 

Councillor Wheeler admits the work has to be 
done, but has an issue with the length of the road 
closure. 

He explained: “I accept the work is necessary, but 


how about working on Saturdays?” 

A South West Water spokesperson replied: “We do 
appreciate that the road closure is inconvenient for 
road users, but we do not usually carry out engi¬ 
neering work at weekends as we are mindful of the 
extra noise nuisance this would cause those living 
nearby.” 

The road closure is approved by Devon County 
Council, and a spokesperson explained: “If the road 
is traffic sensitive or has restricted working hours in 
a weekday, we can direct them to work weekends. 

“However, Sector Lane and Lyme Road are only 
traffic sensitive between May and September. 

“Road works by utility companies are discussed 
long before they are programmed, in order to deter¬ 
mine the best way to carry out the work.” 

The length of a road closure was also a hot topic in 
the town in August last year when tailbacks frus¬ 
trated motorists during a part of closure of Chard 
Street 

The Devon County Council spokesperson ex¬ 
plained the decision-making process by saying: 
“The timescale is left to the utility company to de¬ 
cide as they will have considered what methods, 
specialist equipment and manpower is needed. 

“It is a statutory requirement for the utility com¬ 
pany to consult with local stakeholders about their 
proposed work. 

“The consultees consist of residents and busi¬ 
nesses directly affected, and local parish / town / 
district councils. 

“Devon County Council informs emergency serv¬ 
ices and the bus companies on approval of the ap¬ 
plication. 

“However, the final say rests with Devon County 
Council on whether the application is approved or 
not.” 
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■ MORE than 20 cyclists turned up 
in Seaton for the first Axe Valley 
Pedallers (AVP) ride of the year last 
month. 

The floods had receded enough to 
allow the group to follow the route of 
the Stopline Way along Cownhayne 
Lane, passing through Boshill Cross 
and Colyford.

Club secretary Robert Watson 
said: “It took some time, after such 
a climb, for the whole group to come 
back together before setting off in 
the direction of Beer, but the views 
over the Axe estuary are spectacu¬ 


lar at this point and no one was im¬ 
patient to get going. The final stage 
of the journey took the riders across 
the A3052 at Stafford Cross, past 
the pig farms and Bovey House to 
the top of the hill above Brans- 
combe, then turning east for a fast 
descent into Beer, passing Beer 
Quarry Caves and keeping a wary 


eye out for potholes." 

The ride ended at club member Mr 
Watson s house in Beer Road, where 
mulled wine and baked potatoes 
were on offer as a reward for com¬ 
pleting the first ride of the year.

SEATON’S sea defences 
were breached on 
Wednesday morning as 
waves crashed over the 
sea wall at high tide. 

Waves were clearing 
the wall by two or three 
feet at the height of high 
tide and left a trail of de¬ 
bris all over the area. 

Police were quick to re¬ 
spond and close off roads 
leading to the seafront 
area, but even a constab¬ 
ulary vehicle parked on 
the roundabout to stop 
traffic at Fisherman’s 
Gap was forced to move 
as the waves crashed over 
the sea wall and sent de¬ 
bris flying past it. 

A seafront stone 
flowerbed was smashed 
to pieces by the force of 
the waves and the main 
seafront road became 
flooded to a level of sev¬ 
eral inches. Pebbles and 
debris was carried over 
the seawall and de- 
sposited over a wide area. 

Water and debris 
reached as far as the junc¬ 
tion of Harbour Road and 
Marine place, stopping 
just short of the town’s 
pedestrian area.

Low crime rates Grammar school student

AMONGST the ranks of civil servants, the tax inspector 
doesn’t rate very highly but the customs officer sits even 
lower in the public perception. 

So when David Baldock stood up to address Axminster 
Probus Club at its February meeting it might have been as¬ 
sumed that he would not be greeted with great enthusiasm. 
Fortunately, David quickly opened his listeners’ minds with 
his amusing and informative anecdotes. 

It was the Romans who first slapped a tax on imports - a 
practice which has been fol¬ 
lowed with considerable en¬ 
thusiasm ever since while 
ever more inventive ways 
have been sought to widen 
the scope. 

By 1200 wool exports 
were being taxed and cus¬ 
toms officers had to weigh 
the wool for export. They 
could only do this by day so 
the smugglers shipped out at 
night and have continued to 
hone their practices to the 
present day. 

As time went on, more and 
more ways were found to 
extract revenue; such items 
as the Hearth Tax and the 
Window Tax were imposed 
and it was resolved that the 
policing of that would fall to 
Customs and Excise. 

As other taxes were im¬ 
posed in similarly unlikely 
ways it fell to C&E to mon¬ 
itor those too until they al¬ 
most had a monopoly where 
indirect taxes were con¬ 
cerned. 

Originally, it was the King 
who received the revenue. 

Charles I followed the rule 
but decreed that Nell Gwynn 
should receive £500 per 
month before he received 
his share. 

Locally, Jack Rattenbury 
was a noted, though not al¬ 
ways successful, smuggler 


while the Parson at Budleigh stocked his church with con¬ 
traband and the dissenters meeting place was built with a 
special roof for a similar purpose.

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Club learns mixed media skills 


Axminster Art Society started its 
new year with a capacity audience to 
watch local artist Lynda White 
demonstrating in mixed media. 

Lynda introduced the subject by 
saying that this art form had become 
very popular in recent years, among 
buyers as well as artists, and was now 
totally acceptable in the art world. 

She described several ways in 
which mixed media techniques can 
be combined but for the purpose of 
the demonstration she narrowed this 
down to oil pastels and watercolour 
over a collaged base. 

She started with her source mate¬ 
rial, a photograph of a scene over¬ 
looking Beer supplemented with 
close up reference material of teasles, 
which were to be a dominant feature 
of the foreground. 

She then showed the audience a 
sketch she had produced as a guide, 
loosely based on the reference mate¬ 
rial. She had already prepared a wa¬ 
tercolour board base - this base is 
stronger than watercolour paper and 


better able to bear the weight of the 
collage material. 

Lynda had pasted structured 
shapes, representing a house and a 
hedgeline, and a random shape in 
textured paper to represent fields and 
trees, which would give an interesting 
result when covered with pastel. She 
then applied the colour using oil pas¬ 
tel for the teasles and swathes of very 
liquid watercolour which were al¬ 
lowed to blend randomly. 

The wax of the pastels repelled the 
watercolour giving an interesting re¬ 
sult, especially effective was the halo 
around the teasles. After the tea 
break the work had dried out enough 
for further applications of pastel, 
bringing together a well conceived 
finished work. 

The art society's next guest artist 
will be Michael Lawes, demonstrating 
"Cityscapes at Night" using pastels, 
on Wednesday, February 19th at 
Musbury Village Hall from 2.15pm. 
Further details can be found on the 
art society's website.

Word has come this 
week that many churches are struggling to pay insurance 
premiums due to increased premiums and our government 
is being urged to assist in this situation which affects our 
national heritage. The countries of the EU already offer 
such help. 

The Church Times has embarked on a four-part look into 
the state of the CofE, concluding with recommendations 
of what steps may be required. The first week covered 
churches and congregations, and next week follows with 
leadership and structures. While many have views of this 
it is worth remembering that the result will certainly not 
all be doom and gloom.

ROTARIAN Hugo Pike has 
been awarded the OBE 
for his charity work with 
Woridwaterworks and 
their iifesaving Water 
Survivai Box project. 

Hugo, a member and 
past president of the Ro¬ 
tary Ciub of Cheiwood 
Bridge, and director of 
Woridwaterworks, has 
been awarded the hon¬ 
our for ‘Charitabie Serv¬ 
ices in the UK and Abroad 
through the Rotary Ciub 
and Woridwaterworks 
Ltd.’ 

Hugo’s said: "I am de- 
iighted that Rotary and 
the Water Survivai Box 
project has been recog¬ 
nised in this way. 

“This award is reaiiy, a 
tribute to aii the trustees 
and our feiiow Rotarians 
from Cheiwood Bridge, 
who have given their 
time, physicai effort and 
various taients towards 
the team effort. It also 
recognises the army of 
volunteers who work for 
the benefit of others in 
sympathy with the core 
principle of Rotary Inter¬ 
national which is ‘Service 
above Self’. 

It was Boxing Day 2004 
when an earthquake off 
the coast of Sumatra, In¬ 
donesia triggered a 
tsunami in the Indian 


Ocean that hit coastal 
areas of countries from 
South East Asia to the 
Indian sub-continent and 
Africa. 

It left 225,000 dead 
and millions homeless, 
without access to clean 
water. 

Rotary was one of the 
organisa¬ 
tions to 
which the 
public 
turned and 
through 
which do¬ 
nations in 
money and 
kind were made to be 
used for survivors. 

For the next six 
months members of the 
Rotary Club of Cheiwood 
Bridge in North East 
Somerset co-ordinated 


the Rotary response in 
District 1200 (Somerset, 
West Dorset and West 
Wiltshire). 

Rotarians worked with 
dozens of local volun¬ 
teers to fund and then 
pack 3,200 boxes of aid 
comprising water-purifi¬ 
cation kits and other es- 
s e n t i a I 
survival 
items which 
were then 
sent to help 
a ff e c t e d 
families. 
Hugo’s role 
was as un¬ 
official team leader. 

The ‘tsunami operation’ 
was reviewed in detail 
against its primary ob¬ 
jective - to protect sur¬ 
vivors from water borne 
diseases. 


This led to an apprecia¬ 
tion that the process 
needed to be stream¬ 
lined so that the aid 
reached the people in the 
quickest possible time. 

In 2006 the Rotary 
Water Survival Box 
(WSB) was born - the 
water purification kit is 
the first priority and 
other essential items in¬ 
clude a kitchen set, 
health and hygiene set, 
simple shelter and basic 
tools; other general 
household items with 
which to start to rebuild 
the family’s life are also 
included. 

Seven senior members 
of the Rotary Club of 
Cheiwood Bridge formed 
Woridwaterworks which 
was then approved as a 
registered charity. 

Hugo was appointed 
chairman by his fellow 
trustees and continued 
in that role until the end 
of 2011, when he became 
Director of Operations. 

Seven-and-a-half 
years later the charity 
has converted more than 
£1 million in donations to 
some 8,600 WSBs that 
have been sent by air to 
32 disasters in 21 coun¬ 
tries from Japan in the 
Far East, through South 
East Asia, the Indian sub¬ 


continent, Africa, the 
Caribbean, to Central and 
South America. 

Our most recent oper¬ 
ation has resulted in a 
total of 800 WSBs being 
sent to the central Philip¬ 
pines following the dev¬ 
astation caused by 
Typhoon Haiyan. 

The boxes have been 
distributed to families 
most in need by Human¬ 
ity Fiirst (one of the 
charity’s international aid 
partners) and Woridwa¬ 
terworks is holding back 
a further 250 boxes ear¬ 
marked for the Philip¬ 
pines pending an 
updated needs assess¬ 
ment. 

Hugo retired as Assis¬ 
tant Chief Constable of 
Avon and Somerset 
Constabulary in 1995, at 
the end of a 37 year ca¬ 
reer in the police service. 

He first joined Rotary 
as a member of the Bath 
West club in 1978; follow¬ 
ing a break due to work 
commitments, Hugo re¬ 
joined in 1990 as a mem¬ 
ber of the Cheiwood 
Bridge club, where he 
served as president in 
1997/98. 

He was made a Paul 
Harris Fellow in 2005 and 
led a Rotary group study 
exchange visit to In¬ 
donesia in 2009.

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A true picture of the South 
West housing market 


HEADLINES in the na¬ 
tional media have recently 
reported a surge in mort¬ 
gage lending and the de¬ 
mand for property, which 
has lead to a shortage of 
homes for sale and rising property prices, but is this a true 
picture of the housing market in the South West? 

Steve Moir, chairman of Property Sharing Experts, 
shares his view... 

Steve said: “Property sales in the last quarter of 2013 
certainly exceeded expectations - our office is tradition¬ 
ally closed on Christmas Eve and New Year’s Eve but we 
were so busy, we opened and we sold houses on both of 
those days. 

“There is clearly much more confidence in the market 
and with a rising number of buyers, demand is up. This 
can be attributed in part to the low interest rates and a 
greater availability of mortgages as well as realistic pric¬ 
ing, and people who had been holding off buying while 
the country was in recession and confidence was at a low, 
making the decision to move. 

“Although the Government’s Help to Buy scheme is 
clearly having a marked effect on the new homes market, 
it’s not yet having the same impact on sales of ‘second 
hand’ property. However, it does seem to be prompting 
would-be first time buyers to think about getting on the 
ladder and is driving them to consider their options. 

“In the last two or three months, supply hasn’t matched 
demand and there is now a shortage of property on the 
market. The number of new instmctions is on the rise, but 
it will take time for stock levels to improve dramatically, 
so anyone looking to sell this year would benefit from 
contacting an agent sooner rather than later, to take ad¬ 
vantage of the relatively low amount of competition from 
other homes. 

“As for prices... In the last quarter, the actual sale prices 
achieved have been much closer to asking prices, around 
98%, which demonstrates a small rise. I do think prices 
will increase this year, driven partly by the current short¬ 
age of stock and the increase in demand as well as the 
improved levels of confidence in the market. However, I 
think there are barriers to the amount prices can rise in 
the South West - in particular, wages are limited and peo¬ 
ple aren’t getting pay rises, which will hold back any sig¬ 
nificant increase in property prices to a sustainable and 
sensible level. 

“The market was in the doldrums for a couple of years 


but now confidence has 
clearly increased and is 
continuing to do so, 2014 
will mark a very positive 
turning point in the hous¬ 
ing market. The only 
major cloud I can see on the horizon would be a rise in 
interest rates but I think the Bank of England recognises 
that this wouldn’t be in anyone’s best interests, at least in 
the foreseeable future. 

“So, all in all, yes, the national headlines do reflect the 
market in the South West, but perhaps to a less intense 
degree.”
